Nothing could be finer musically 
than to treat your ears to a platterful 
of the Platters. This group has shown 
that they’ve really got the know-how 
when it comes to singing. When “Only 
You” was released, it zoomed straight 
to the top — and no one was sur- 
prised. When its success began to sub- 
side, “The Magic Touch” was sprung 
on the public. This, too, was an in- 
stantaneous smash. Their superb ren- 
dition of “The Great Pretender” firmly 
established this unique group of four 
lads and a gal as a mainstay of the 
vocal world. 


Everyone has been singing the 
praises of the Platters — and for good 
reason. However, their latest effort, 
“My Prayer,” is, in our opinion, their 
greatest effort to date.

A more compatible group is hard to 
find. The Platters weren’t organized 
overnight; they worked together, and 
their harmony is not only great on 
wax but can also be found in their per- 
sonal relationship. Buck Ram, the 
group’s manager, who has groomed and 
polished the quintet, says it’s a pleasure 
to work with them. He told us they 
were most cooperative. The originator 
of the group, Herbert Reed, who sings 
bass and is the comedian, had a lot of 
difficulty keeping the outfit together 
the first twelve months, but the local 
hot dog stand on the corner of 56th 
and Central in Los Angeles kept him 
supplied with replacements, as it was 
a rendezvous for all the young singers 
of the neighborhood. In spite of this 
discouraging situation, Herbert re- 
mained determined that one day there 
would be a group called The Platters, 
regardless of how long it took him to 
find the right combination. 


It certainly is obvious now that the 
waiting paid off — with dividends! The 
Platters have turned into a_ perfect 
working organization, and they’ll stay 
in the limelight as long as folks love 
good singing. - eae.
